S1n,—Local agtronomers of -Canton would 
have their New Year begin on February 18th, 
instead of the 19th, if one “aay judge by the 
correspondence of datos in the elaborate al- 
mancs’ which: come from that city. _Thoir 
mistake, however, is not follawed, a8 tiny be 
soon by the Chinese date on your own papor; $0 
that it is only-a matter of curiosity to noto the 
error, thoy have fallon into. Local astronomers, 
Tsay, for although tho Imperial calendar is not 

karawn up in Canton, still tho correspondences 
with the European eatonder is protably the 
work {of local mathemnticians. Our Cantonese 
savants wero Dot sufficiently familiox with the 

Gregorian Calondar to know that tho year 1900 
was wot a Iéap-year. .Thoy accordingly gave_ 
Fobruary twenty-nine days, and. hence their 
enlondars for 1900 and 1004 are out by justia 
day. - : : 

Tt is u real error for them, and.dovs not affect 
only the correspondence with our calondar : for 
it throws (heir solar atations 9 day out. Thus 
the vernal equinox of 1900, which really fell on 
Qiet Moreh, as marked in their caiondars for 
20th Murch. So also the autumnal equinox of 
the'same year, which fell on tho Inst day of the 
vighth moon, really. came on the day which 
they marked as the first of the intdreslary 
_moon. Thy latter mistake is against the first 
principles of their system of intercalation, 
necording to which on intercalary moon mast 
lie completely within one sign of the zodize ; 
that is, the sun must not pass ‘from one sign to 
another. : 

The Chinese moons, jnstead of months, have 
an advantage over our system, inasmuch as 
they are natural divisions. Their calendar, too, 
has the charm of variety ; while the twenty-four 
solar stations, which are quite independent. of 
the moon, fix annual opochs for agricaltural 
and other purposes. 

_ The Chinese calendar, more or less in its pre- 
sont form, is of very old origin. Jixrors crept 

in naturally. inthe courso of time, 28 they did 
into the Julian Calander, and the first Josnit 
missionaries turned te good account their 
mathematical skill, by proving tho inaccuracy 
of the native calendar upon occasions of eclipses. 
Fb. Schall was the first to introduce corrections, 
and Fy. Vorbiest, in the time of the Emperor 
Kang-hi, drew up the calendar in its present’ 
form, carrying his calculations as far as the 
year 2020. His calendar has beon faithfully 
followed ever since, with some rare exceptions, 

| as when the year 1894, or rather the 20th year of 
Kwang Hsu, was curtailed of o day, on aecount 
of tho disastrous war ‘with the Japanese.

After Malaria the subject of most interest to 
L us locally in: Hongkong: is Bubonio- Plague, 
- which, since the last edition of Dr.Manson'swork, 
has. spread t4 Mauriting, Madogaseir, Delagoa 
Boy, ‘Australia and South A morica, mideinea the 
book was printed, to Lishon aml Glasgow, There 
can now unfortunately ba no doubt as to tho 
jnoculability of plague, since the acrident to and 
death of the Vienna student whilst manipnlat-. 
_jng plague cultures, no epidemic then existing; 
previous experiments, whether agcidental or 
intentional (including that of Oayoma, which 
occurred hore) haying taken place under cir- 
cumstanees which might have ‘given rise to 
injection in other ways, I may say that plagee 
inoculation by mesns‘ef a prick or scrateh is 
qentioned by Ainsworth in Old St. Pauls, Dr. 
Manson states that. plague was probably im- 
ported into Bombay from Hongkong, but as he, 
a fow lines previously, notes that plague is al-

It would be 
well! for us in Hongkong to be extromely careful 
‘in using the Pokfulam supply, which at any 
time might easily be polluted. - + : 

_Bighty-five per cent. of liver abscesses, the 
author states, oceur in alcoholic subjocts and he 
specially condemns, as tending to produce this 
disease, the luxuriant habits of young men 
who on just arriving in the east clonge from 
au active and frugal life to one of “lounging 
on the verandah or hanging about the club 
bar-or he sits np at night drinking and smok- 
ing. x 
* Leprosy has naver been shown to arise in a 
county deaove.”" Theanthor points out that 
with commonsense precautions suchas not 
allowing lepers to beg in the streots, to keep 
shops, or handle food or cloths intended for 
sale, or to hire’ thomsclves out as servants, 
leprosy being feebly contagious, would soon 
die out. We are too lenient in this respect 
with the Ghineso lepers “in Hongkong. The 
suthor gives a piece of advico which 
is most pertinent to those who would 
indiscriminately introduce new sanitary 
arrangements in Hongkong. “It is manifest 
that in devising sanitary regulations the habits 
of the peopl they are intended to benefit must 
be token inte account; if this be not attended 
to, if native habits end prejtidices are ignored, 
any systom, no mtattor how perfact it may be in 
theory, will fail in practice” *

‘ynent that the Russo-Chineso Bank has suc- 


ceeded in obtaining from the Chinese Govern- 


tment the concession for constructing and work- 


‘ing u lino of railway from Lako Baikal to Port 
Arthur, It is said that the Rugso-Chineso 
Bank has pledged itself to build the failway at 
its own ecst, and that in return it has received 
the right of working, the line for thirty-six 
years. At the end of thirty-six years the Chi- 
nese Government will have the right of buying 


the undertaking from the hank; if the Chinese 


Government does not: then exercise this 
right of purchase, the railway will remain 
in the hands of the bank for a further term ‘of 
thirty yeur, and at the expiration of this 
second period the line will be taken over hy the 
Chinese Government without ony payment on 
tho part of China, The railway for which the 
concession referred to has boen obtained is 
probably the line which lias for eome time been 
beforo. tho Russian. authorities; starting from 
Kinkhta it would run due south to Urga, and 
thence in-a south-casterly direction across the 
dosert of Gobi or Shamo jto Peking, with .a 
Hine thrown out to ru through Shiugking to 
Port: Arthur.
